Difficulties met in providing school accom- 
modation for chiidren in new housing areas 
in Dublin are mentioned in the School 
Attendance Department's report for 1936, 
which has been issued. 

At the end of Jast June 1,154 families had 
taken up residence in the in area. 
School accommodation for the 3,456 children 
of these families -all between four and six- 
teen years—was not available in the new area, 
so that great numbers of the children were 
obliged to retain their places in the city 
schools. Owmg to the long distance, 
transport and inclement weather t attend- 
ance was intermittent and generally unsatis- 
factory. It was found that there were 358 
boys and 3508 girls between the ages of six 
and fourteen years not attending school. 
During the autumn, by special provision at 
neighbouring schools, of these children 
obtained enro]lment. 

In November last 525 additional families 
had taken up residence in the area with 1,023 
childvea between the ages of six and fourteen 
years: of cbese 551 were returned as enrolled 
and 472 as not attending school. 

The report adds: “The of 
Education has in operation a special "bus 
service to convey the children to and from 
the city schools at a nominal cost: It is 
hoped to continue this scheme until the new 
schools in eourse of erection at Crumlin are 


available. 
The average number on the rolls of city 

schools last year was 81,226.2; the avera 

number in attendance was 69,805.4, or 85.9 


of notifiable infectious cases

During the year new schools were opened 
by the Dominican Fathers in Denmark street, 
by the Oblate Fathers at Inchicore, and_ by 
Canon Hayden, P.P., at Francis street.

he toast of “Irish IJndustrv’’ was 
frequently honoured at functions like that, 
and it might be well to ask themselves what 
exactly was that success which they wished 
to Irish industry when they honoured that 
toast. Did they merely wish to Irish industry 
increased output, larger markets, greater 
profits, better conditions íor its workers’? It 
was true that they did indeed wish to Irish 
industries those tangible proofs of success. 
But they wished more. They wished that the 
component human factors of industry, the 
workers who produce the commodity, and the 
industrialists who directed its production 
and distribution, should both be animated 
with a pride in their product; that they 
should be convinced that its high standard 
was a reflection of their own personality and 
a permanent record of their own achievement. 


IN THE TWELFTH CENTURY 


They wished’ to the directors of industry 
energy and integrity which would be a credit 
to Ireland and a national asset. They wished 
to the industrial workers of Ireland pride in 
their work and skill which should recall the 
days when Irish craftsmen were famous all 
over the Continent. He had been very much 
interested to’ learn that, as early as the 
twelfth century, Irish leather was well known 
in England, France, Flanders and Scotland ; 
that a French hero in a novel of that century 
was described as wearing a belt of Irish 
leather; that Irishmen were allowed, by a 
Statute of Edward III in the fourteenth 
century, to bring their leather to the market 
towns of England, Wales and Scotland, and 
were noted at that day for the manufacture 
of gloves and rich shoes, exquisitely finished. 
Many writers on economies had regretted 
the fact that modern use of machinery had 
decreased the part plaved in industry by the 
skill of the individual worker. There was 
still, however, scope for skill. In the 
tanning industry a large percentage of skilled 
work was done by hand, and a number of 
complicated machines were used, such as the 
splitting machine, the whitening machine and 
the hydraulic press, which would be useless 
except in the hands of skilled operators. 


MUTUAL HELP 


They hoped, and were confident, that the 
workers in the Gorey leather factory would 
achieve a high level of craftmanship, realising 
the benefit, both to the industry and them- 
selves, that came from the production of a 
uniformly excellent commodity. They were 
in that hope by the response 
given by the young men sent over to England 
on training. There was another good wish 
which they offered with that toast, alike to 
the organisers of industry throughout Ireland 
and to the industrial workers, and that was 
the spirit of mutual help and interdependence 
ae was so necessary for the success of 
r 


y. 
They wished that there might be a clear 
realisation on both sides of the fact that 
eapital and labour were essential and com- 
plementary parts of industry, and that it was 
as necessary for them to work in harmony 
as for the two wheels of a vehicle to move 
i “á 

inally, in wishing success to Irish in- 

ry. they wished success not to each 
individual industry, but to the industrial 
movement as a whole. They wished it that 
suceessful proportion and~ balance which 
would ensure that the largest possible number 
of frishmen would be employed in the most 
reductive manner. The securing of this 


alance was one ofthe most difficult tasks 
for the Minister of Industry and Commerce. 


THE NEW VENTURE 


However, they could say with confidence 
that whatever doubts he might have had to 
clear up before encouraging other under- 
takings, he could have had hittle doubt as to 
whether their new industry in Gorey would 
enter fittingly into the general scheme of 
It was an industry which of 
necessity drew its raw material from over 
the seas, but it supplied an essential and 
constantly fecurring demand, and the inter- 
mediate industry on which it chiefly depended 
—namely, the manufacture of footwear—was 
already on a sound basis in Ireland. 

Speaking as an Englishman, he could most 
heartily propose that toast not merel

“The other day in the Dail,” the Minis- 
ter continued, ‘‘a member paraphrased a 
statement which he alleged I had made some 
bus ago to the effect that the Government 

ad undertaken that its industrial plan would 
absorb all the unemployed and necessitate the 
return of some of those who had emigrated 
during the previous decade. I challenged the 
buair ot the quotation, and on the next 
day a Dublin newspaper published a somewhat 
inaccurate report of the Dail exchanges 
side by side with a report of a speech made 
by me only five years ago. That tive-year- 
Olid speech was to the effect that ‘if we set 
out to do what we obviously can do--produce 
all our own food, all our own cloths and 
houses '—then unemployment would cease 
here. 

‘That’ statement made by me five years 
ago was true then, and it is true now. 1 
have no desire to alter or withdraw a word 
of it. Despite the great progress of the past 
few years we are still importing about 
£24,000,000 of industrial products which we 
could conceivably make for curselves, we are 
“till producing only one-third of our require- 
ments of wheat, und our fuel resources are 
still, comparatively speaking, undeveloped. 
The production of those imported goods would 
necessitate the emplovment of about 100,000 
additional persons, which is more than the 
number at present registered as unemployed. 
If overnight we conld construct, equip and 
man factories to produce fliose imported goods 
at home, replace imported fuel by native fuei, 
and become self-sufficient in wheat, every 
unemployed person could be put to work. ' 


PROGRESS DELAYED 


They could not do that over-night, but it 
could be done, and he trusted it would be 
done within the shortest time practicable. He 
would admit that during the past few years 
their industriahsation programme ran up 
against many .unexpected difficulties, which 
delayed progress, but such progress was 
accomplished, despite those difficulties, that 
the soundness of the programme was put 
beyond question—a fact which was demon- 
strated by its now general acceptance amon 


all parties. It would be an _ appalling 
prospect for this country if that state- 
ment attributed to him in 1932 was 
not correct—that the maximum possible 


economic development, the production here of 
the largest possible quantities of imdustrial 
and agricultural goods would not be more 
than sufficient to absorb all their unemployed. 
If that were the position then, there would 
undoubtedly be cause for despondenty, but 
fortunately the reverse was the case. They 
could abolish unemployment—not overnight, 
but as a result of long and arduous work 
to complete the programme of development 
and reorganisation on which they had 
embarked with so much initial success 

It did not matter one jot what he said in 
1932, or what ‘anyone else said, if they could 
now get general agreement that industrialisa- 
tion must be pushed ahead and every possible 
effort made to abolish unemployment and 
poverty, and make this country a worthy 
home of the Irish people. When all the 
present members of the Dail were dead anc 
forgotten the work they were doing now 
would live on, and if it was good work it 
would form the basis of the future prosperi‘y 
of the nation. 


A FAIR CHANCE 


Party controversy might seem important to

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MOSCOW’S MUSEUM OF | 
PHARMACY 
Eois mias 


In the centre of Moscow, near the wall of 
Vasili the Blessed, is a chemist’s soe which, 
from the outside, looks like hundreds of 
other chemists’ shops in the Soviet capital. 
Actually it .is a pharmaceutical museum, 
the only one in the U.S.S.R., showing the 
history of pharmacy from ancient times. 
The exhibits include monstrous gods from 
Pacific islands who ‘‘cured’’ ailments, 
masks of Siberian shamans (witch doctors), 
texts of ancient charms against fevers, en- 
gravings of medieval alchemists, their shops 
and old prescriptions. There are cases of 
old books on pharmacy in Hebrew, Spanish 
and Russian, and the first Russian phar- 
maceutical manuscript, belonging to the end 
of the 17th century. On the floor are large 
pestles of the 17th and 18th centuries. The first

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Rates and Return 


Dublin’s rate for the coming year will 
be increased by one shilling to 17s. 6d. in 
the pound. The Corporation had hoped 
to confine it to 17s. 2d., but. certain ex- 
penses have been voted at the last moment 
which will account for the additional 4d. 
A supplementary vote of £1,000 has been 
made to the Irish Tourist Association, of 
£3550 to the relief of the blind, of £500 
to the provision of shelters at the Bull 
Wall, and of £1,000 to the improvement 
of public lighting. In addition, the Cor- 
poration has accepted a grant of £17,500 
from the Government towards the cost of 
relief schemes, and thereby has com- 
mitted itself to the expenditure of a 
similar sum; and £10,000 have been 
voted on account towards the increased 
wage claims of Corporation employés. 
There will be grumbling over this high 
rate. Most of it, undoubtedly, will be 
directed against the unfairness of a situa- 
tion in which the ratepayers of Dublin 
City are being required to pay for the 
results of the Government’s economic 
policy. The rates would be appreciably 
lower if a constantly increasing number of 
people was not being drive from the 
provinces into the city to find employ- 
ment—or, in default of employment, to~ 
obtain relief. This is a bad condition of 
affairs. but, while deploring it, we recog- 
nise that it is not peculiar to Dublin. 
The “flight from the land ” is a pheno- 
menon of modern English life also, even 
if Mr. de Valera’s discrimination. against 
agriculture has done a great deal te 
hasten it on this side of the water. We 
ourselves are interested less in the level 
of the rates than in the manner of their 
spending. It is better, in our view, 
that the citizens should be asked to pay 
17s. 6d., and that the money should be 
spent upon real civic improvements, than 
that they should be charged 14s. 6d. for 
cheap and poor services. For years past 
Dublin has been in danger of a water

We 
are pleased to note that the scheme which 
recently was presented to the Minister for 
Justice, after a sympathetic consultation 
with the police authorities, is likely to 
receive favourable consideration, and that 
within the next year, at least, an addi- 
tion will be made to the small number 
of women who have kept the idea of a 
women’s police patrol familiar to the 
‘people of Dublin for so many years. Work 
for the women’s police service is waiting 
to be done, and it behoves the authorities 
to hand what is so plainly women’s work 
over to women. The cost of the extension 
which is sought is unlikely to be heavy; 
the benefits to be derived are great.

By 
1875 Joseph will have made all his jokes 
about Maria’s mother and sisters; and 
Maria will have said: “ You men are all 
the same—brutes ' so many times that 
the seven words no longer set Joseph's 
brain to work. Up to now—1875, that is— 
the course of this true love has run on 
rails precisely true to form and the time- 
table ; but Joseph and Maria have hardiy 
started. The 1880's and '90's spread 
before them, and then one third of the 
new century. Joseph by now is getting 
accustomed to having Maria around; and 
Maria, when she shader her eyes with one 
hand, very nearly can look straight at the 
face of her beloved. They have been 
togethor for years, and they have 
another 60 to come. We cannot picture 
the remaining 60; for as they launch 
out into this period Joseph and Maria 
have reached the stage where man and 
wife are beginning to find each other's com- 
pany tedious. Possibly neither Joseph 
nor Maria knew what lay in store.

New Coinage Complaints

Details have been issued of the new 
flying-boats which are under construction 
at the Boeing Aircraft Factory, Seattle, 
for use on the trans-Atlantic service 
between Great Britain, Canada and the 
United States, says a Times New York 
telegram.

The President mentioned that the exhibition 
was being held at the Metropolitan School oí 
Art owing to the Academy having no home of 
its own. He said that its original premises 
were destroyed by fire in 1916. The Acade- 
micians thought that this fact was worthy 
of the attention of the Government, if only 
m the gift of a site. It had always been 
the policy of the Academy to inyite certain 
artists of established reputation in England 
to send works for exhibition at the Academy, 
and fifteen had so contributed some 26 works 
in oil or water-colours or prints out of a 
total of over 400. The exhibition was mainly 
Irish. He mentioned this because on several 
occasions the Academy had been accused of 
getting inferior paintings from London irom 


indifferent artists. 


There had been a change in the arrange- 
ment of the paintings, oil-paintings now being 
hung in the first and second gallery, and the 
water-colours and drawings, and architecture 
in the third gallery. He thought that those 
who had arranged the exhibits had done 


wisely in. this. 


Mr. O’Brien referred especislly to the 
exhibits of sculpture, notably the busts of 
President de Valera, Padraig Pearse, Michael 
Collins and Arthur Griffith, which were of 
national value. They "had got a good deal 
of work from Belfast, as well as from people 


who were not members of the Academy. 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin (Alderman A. 
Byrne, T.D.) said that the exhibition was 
one of the most important held in recent 
years, and there was a marked improvement 
in the standard, which was at least 100 per 


cent. higher than it was three years ago. 


Mr. Jack B. Yeats, R.H.A., said that those 
who travelled the pleasant way round the 
galleries at this exhibition would travel with 
enjoyment. Every enjoyment was, in a 


sense, a Fam in miniature, and, there 
fore, he 
in the welcome to their guests. 


WHAT IS ART? 


Dr. Oliver St John Gogarty said that art 


was the expression in beauty of the energy 
of a nation. The word “‘art’’ was a much 
misused word. They had heard of the art of 
government, etc., but they should confine the 


word to sculpture, painting and mezzo-tints. 


He referred particularly to the picture of 


Bohernabreena. done by Mr. O’Brien, Pre- 


sident of the Academy; the beautiful picture 
of a scene in Killiney, and “ Friendly 
Brothers of St. Patrick,” done in mezzo-tints, 
the most difficult of artistic work. Art was 


the greatest type of patriotism, and if they 
wanted to join with the North—he hoped it 
would never happen, because the country 
would be like a battery running down and 
becoming polarized—or to use their rivalries 
in a worthy way they should concentrate 
their energies on art. He had never seen 
anything to compare with some of the paint 


ings he had seen at this exhibition. 

Mr. Henry said that the public generally. 
not merely those who had a knowledge of 
art, should attend this exhibition. Every 
man had some sort of an appreciation of art, 
and it seemed a shame that an exhibition 
like this was not better attended. If the 
people took a greater interest in the exhibi- 
tion there might be more support for the 
wishes of the Academicians for a building of 
their own. The Academy was a national 
institntion which encouraged the works of 
Trish men and women, and that was an addi- 
tional reason why the public should support 
the exhibition more than was the case in 
former years.

THE YOUNG MASTER 


Judith and Kit De Lury have lived at 
Killyereggs since the death of their father 
some twenty years ago. Judith had given 
herself wholly to the management and main. 
tenance of the place, while Kit nominally con- 
trolled the housekeeping. Kit could get 
away occasionally to Dublin or elsewhere ; 
Judith remained always at home, really 
because she could not afford the expense of 
going away, but nominally because ‘she 
loved the place.” Thus the two women had 
lived for a couple of decades until their oa ga 
was invaded by their nephew from Dublin. 
Loftus De Lury was the son of their

and would have encouraged it by placing 
Loftus in Francis Morgan’s hotel garage for 
the apprenticeship stage. She feared the 
growing love of the countryside; feared that 
it foreshadowed merely another of the back- 
boneless De Lurys. When Francis Morgan 
asked her to marry him she conceived the 
grandiose scheme ob

The scheme matured beautifully until the 
moment came for its exposition to the guests 
at Judith’s dinner party. Francis wry oS 
was there, and her cousin, Dr, Pratt, with his 
“country produce” wife; her old lover, the 
famous artist, Sir James Cotter, came over 
from Morgan’s Hotel. Everything had been 
explained, and apparently accepted, until 
Loftus vehemently added his objectiéns.

She was not to be again 
frostrated, however, the last of the De Lurys 
would be left te make either a speedy end or 
a new beginning to the family in the old 
home.

WOMEN POLICE. 
NEEDED 


ROTARY CLUB 
ADDRESS

MINISTER CONSIDERS 
SCHEME

Tr efforts of a group of prominent 


Irishwomen to have a women’s police 

force established in the Free State 
were explained yesterday - Mrs. Tom 
Kettle when she addressed the Dublin Rotary 
Club at their lunch in the Metropole Restau- 
rant, Dublin, 

She said that she had been a member of a 
deputation which met the late Minister for 
Justice (Mr. Kevin O'Higgins) to discuss the 
subject in 1926. To-day they were still 
working for the same objective, but now they 
had informed public opinion behind their de- 
mand. When a questionnaire was sent out 
recently nearly forty organisations—includ- 
ing the Dublin Corporation—replied approv- 
ing of the scheme for the establishment of 
a women’s police force—a force of trained, 
educated women, officered by women with 
the status, powers of arrest and remunera- 
tion of their male colleagues. The employ- 
ment of the right woman, especially as an 
officer, was of the utmost importance, and 
it was interesting to see that both the 
National University and Dublin University 
run courses in social service which afford 
good training for such posts. 

The Joint Committee of Women’s Socie- 
ties, representing sixteen organisations, were 
now pressing for the acceptance of a scheme 
based largely on that in use in Scotland. 
The police authorities gave a sympathetic 
hearing to a deputation, and made helpful 
suggestions with regard to the scheme, which 
was submitted to the Minister for Justice 
last November, and is still with him. 

Mrs. Kettle outlined the types of work in 
which women police would be invaluable, 
and quoted H.M. Inspector of Constabulary 
for Scotland (Brigadier-General R. M. 
Dudgeon): “I have always been a firm be- 
liever in the usefulness of policewomen, and 
I began advocating their employment in 
me numbers as soon as Í took over my 

uties five years ago. “ There is no doubt 
that a woman understands another woman 
better than a man ever could, and it is a 
fact that children will often talk to a woman 
when they would not talk toa man. Women 
are invaluable in many types of cases.” 


NO WOMEN JURORS 


Since women may no longer serve on juries 
in the Free State, said Mrs. Kettle, a woman 
prisoner in the dock, or as the victim in the 
case, may be the only one of her sex in the 
court— "' that is a shameful state of things.” 

“ Womeh police in innumerable instances 
save girls from following an immoral life, 
and put them on the way of becoming good 
citizens. In all civilised countries social 
science is now called to help in the adminis- 
tration of the law—the penal side of the law 
becomes secondary to the preventive and re- 
formative—here is where women are needed.” 

After remarking that one of the three 

robation officers in Dublin is a man, Mrs. 

ettle said that there should be at least four 
in Dublin and some in Cork, Limerick, 
Waterford and Galway. In England one was 
attached to every court. There were women 
police in twenty-eight countries, including all 
the States of America and Australia, China, 
Turkey and Poland. The latter was said by 
Commandant Allan to be the finest women 
police force in the world. Commandant 
Allan and Margaret Damer Wilson founded 
women police in England in 1914, and they 
had won recognition as a splendid force. 
Dublin had four policewomen, who were 
mostly employed in detecting shop-lifting. 
They did good work; but the Joint Com- 
mittee wanted a proper corps with members 
not only in Dublin, but in Cork, Limerick, 
Waterford and Galway. The question of the 
ene of uniform was still debated, but 
Mrs. ettle said that her organisation 
advocated it.

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PIANOFORTE RECITAL

ROSAMUND LEONARD AT, 
THE GATE THEATRE 


The pianoforte recital given by Miss Rosas 
mund Leonard at the Gate Theatre, Dublin, 
yesterday afternoon, .was a very enjoyable 
affair, and it was gratifying to find so many 
music-lovers present. The selection of the 
programme of itself was a tribute to the 
player’s discerning taste. The choice ranged 
over Mozart, Liszt, Schubert and Chopin, 
and, while presenting a stiff test on the 
technical side and a wide field for musical 
analysis, was distinctly on the bright side, 
and at no time lest the attention of the 
hearers. In the opening Sonata in D major 
of Mozart Miss Leonard impressed one with 
the brightness of her tone: It was a lovely, 
singing quality, and the melodic line was 
carried along with crisp touch and flowing 
rhythm. Her technique stood well up to 
the demands, and the light and shade were 
neatly drawn. There was no fault to find, 
save, perhaps, a little momentary weakene 
ing of the rhythm in the third movement, 
She was heard in a different mood in the 
Liszt Sonata in B minor which followed, 
She approached the work with scholarly 
understanding, the opening phrases being 
well declaimed. The player handled the 
work very artistically, the themes being well 
developed and the variations of tempi well 
managed, 

Two Impromptu of Schubert, the one the 
Air Varie in B flat major, and the other im 
A flat—the familiar No, 4 of opus 90—were 
given with splendid appreciation of the coms 
poser’s happy line of melody. Both show up 
markedly the fertility of idea and treatment 
of form which the composer found it hard to 
restrain in his instrumental compositions There 
might have been a little more use of the 
soft pedal, as the theatre was inclined to be 
over resorant, but that was a small fault, 
Both pieces were played with confident touch, 
and happy rhythm—the left hand brought 
cat the song well in the Impromptu in A 
Fiat. 

Miss Leonard’s playing of Chopin was ag 
pleasing as one could expect from a -pupil 
of Cortot. One admired the treatment of 
the Nocturne in F sharp major, especially ig 
the middle section, with its air of command, 

The programme ended with a” splendid 
reading of the Scherzo-in C sharp minog, 
most dramatic of the Scherza. 

Miss Leonard richly merited the applause 
which her delighted audience so unstintedly, 
accorded her.
